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Wins shift m o m entu m back to Fo rd 


Brown frounces Carter in Maryland

President Fo rd is back in the v icto ry 
circle in an u p-and-do wn Repu blican pre­ 
sidential campaign, rearmed fo r the 
skirmishes that will po int the way to the 
last big prim ary electio n m atch in 
Ro nald Reagan’s Califo rnia. 
Fo rd wo n at ho me in a Michigan 
ru naway , swept Mary land, and regained 
his mo mentu m after a su ccessio n o f set­ 
backs. In three weeks, Reagan will be 
defending his ho me territo ry in the 
seaso n-ending Califo rnia primary . 
As Michigan was a mu st fo r Fo rd, so 
Califo rnia will be v ital to Reagan, twice 
elected go v erno r there. 
While the President sco red his co me­ 
back, Jimmy Carter’s o ppo nents gained 
gro u nd in their effo rt to sto p the Demo ­ 
cratic fro ntru nner sho rt o f White Ho u se 
no minatio n, 
Carter said they can’t do it, despite the 
tro u ncing Go v . Edmu nd G. Bro wn Jr o f 
Califo rnia dealt him in the Mary land 
primary . 
Carter wo n in Michigan, bu t barely 
With o nly 11 ru ral precincts left to be 
co u nted, he inched past Rep. Mo rris K 
Udal! o f Arizo na by o nly 2,317 v o tes. 


Fo rd said he was really o n the ro ad to 
the GOP no minatio n after his twin v ic­ 
to ries o n Tu esday with 65 per cent o f the 
M ichigan v o te and 58 per cent in 
Mary land 


Twists a nd deto urs 


Bu t the ro ad so far has been marked by 
twists and deto u rs, fo r the President and 
fo r his co nserv ativ e challenger. And 
there may be mo re ahead, with a do zen 
primary electio ns still to co me 


Despite Carter’s insistence that he can 
affo rd lo sses and is to o far ahead to be 
sto pped no w, he is enco u ntering u nex 
pected o tetacles It takes v icto ries, no t 
late seaso n lo sses, to co nv ince wav ering 
delegates that they sho u ld sign u p and 
transfo rm a lead into a no minating m a­ 
jo rity . 
So , fo r all the talk o f cru cial electio ns, 
crises and co mebacks, the message o f 
the prim aries co u ld tu rn o u t to be that 
there is no decisiv e message, and that 
the climactic fights will be waged o n the 
flo o rs at the Demo cratic and Repu blican 
natio nal co nv entio ns 
Reagan remains the Repu blican leader 
in c o m m itte d d e le g a te stre n g th , 
altho u gh Fo rd claim s su bstantial su p­ 
po rt amo ng GOP delegates who are 
fo rmally u nco mmitted. 
Carter is far ahead o f the Demo cratic 
field, with nearly half the 1,505 delegates 
it will take to win the no minatio n 


No v icto r likely 


Bu t it no w is likely that the prim anes 
will end with no candidate in either party 
in co mmand o f a no minating majo rity . 
That po ints to a seaso n o f maneu v er and 
persu asio n as the co ntenders try to win 
o v er eno u gh u nco mmitted su ppo rt to 
take charge. 
Fo rd said he had a tremendo u s win. 
o ne that “ is go ing to play v ery , v ery well 
all o v er the United States” Reagan 
co u ntered that he didn’t think the cam ­ 
paign had changed mu ch. Carter insisted 
he w o u ldn’t be denied first ballo t 
no minatio n. Bro wn said he was ju st get­ 
ting started. And Udall declared he 
wo u ld keep campaigning and wo u ld go to 
the co nv entio n with mo re delegate su p 
po rt than any o ne bu t Carter

Beginning Ju ne 1, patients at Bo thwell 
Ho spital will be pay ing $8 mo re a day fo r 
ro o ms. The ho spital’s Bo ard o f Tru stees 
Tu esday night v o ted the increase to 
su ppo rt hikes in wages, prices, insu rance 
co sts, u tilities and serv ice co ntracts o n

Rates will ju mp fro m $55 to $63 a day fo r 
semi-priv ate ro o ms, and priv ate ro o m rates 
will increase fro m $58 to $66 a day . 
The last rate increases were au tho rized 
by the bo ard in March, 1975. At that time 
priv ate ro o m rates ju mped $4 fro m $54 to 
$58 and semi-priv ate ro o m rates increased 
fro m $49 to $55.

$137.50 to $145.50; nu rsery fro m $30 to $35, 
fro m $45 to $50 and fro m $70 to $75 (three 
lev els o f care); su spect nu rsery (fro m $55 
to $63); and labo r-deliv ery fro m $50 to $60).

Prison population 
expected to bulge 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo . (AP) — State 
priso n o fficials estimate that Misso u ri’s 
sev en adu lt co rrectio nal institu tio ns will 
reach a po pu latio n o f mo re than 5,100 by 
the end o f this y ear. 31 per cent abo v e 
capacity . 
Geo rge Camp, depu ty directo r o f the 
Department o f So cial Serv ices, said the 
po pu latio n o f 
the institu tio ns May 1 was 
4,627, nearly 8 00 inmates mo re than the 
capacity o f 3.8 90 
Pro jectio ns are that the that the 
nu mber o f inmates will increase by an 
av erage o f 60 a mo nth. 
“ All the institu tio ns are o perating at 
capacity and abo v e.” said Do nald L 
Smith, head o f the priso n receptio n u nit 
"Inm ate assignment is beco mmg mo re 
o f a qu estio n o f which institu tio ns can 
squ eeze in mo re men, no t which institu ­ 
tio n is best su ited fo r tlw inmate ’’ 
As a resu lt, many new inmates are be 
ing ho u sed at the main penitentiary , bu ilt 
140 y ears ago and designed fo r max ­ 
imu m secu rity . 
The increased density also has been 
respo nsible fo r a rise in pnso n v io lence 
this y ear o v er last Fo u r priso n inmates 
hav e been mu rdered already this y ear 
co mpared to o nly three du ring all o f 1975

Canada re­ 
mains liable fo r $16 millio n al­ 
ready spent o n design studies. 
Lo ckheed v ice president Bill 
Wilso n said in an interv iew that 
his firm had so ught to keep the 
pro ject aliv e fo r a day o r two 
to Uy and arrange alternate fi­

WASHINGTON — Some of our most 
sensitive national secrets could be tapped 
by a few bright computer ex perts with

•A startling government report, which has 
been declassified but not released to the 
public, tells how a group of .Navy scientists 
cracked a Uni vac 1108 computer system 
using an 
ordinary telephone. 
Yet the 
system was supposed to be 'secure ' 


The 1108 is in widespread use throughout 
the government The White House, all the 
nulitary’ 
services 
and 
several 
tederal 
agencies use this system to store sensitive 
information Not only top defense secrets 
but 
personal 
details 
the 
government 
gathers 
about 
private 
individuals 
are 
contained in 1108 computers 


The Navy scientists wTite that they 
inserted ’’trap doors’ in the system "At 
the 
u sers ex pense, we were able to 
covertly copy their files Had we wanted to, 
we could have destroyed or selectively 
rewritten them " 


What an enemy could do with this access 
to highly classified information is alarming 
It also has grave privacy implications since 
the files on private citizens would also be 
compromised 


The 
scientists 
who 
engineered 
this 
computer break-in wrote that they believe 
"penetration of large (operating systemsl 
can 
be 
performed at 
very 
low 
cost 
However, because there are few well- 
diK'umented ex amples of such penetration, 
there is a false sense of security among 
system managers, many of whom believe 
that holes in their svstems ex ist in theorv 


but are, in practice, 
not 
possible 
to 
ex ploit." 


The government now claims to have 
plugged the holes described in this report 
But the scientists claim "that no individual 
can understand such large and liaphazardly 
constructed systems and the systems are 
bound to have holes." 


The General Accounting Office (G.AOi. in 
a 
private 
study, 
found 
that 
som e 
government em ployes have already turned 
their knowledge of these "holes" to their 
own profit. The G.AO investigated 60 cases 
of cnm inal computer fraud, which cost the 
government more than $2 million in losses

They collected more than 
$90,000 in fraudulent benefits before they

to see it trightened away by a low-flying 
plane 


Nevertheless, the P^.skimos took Bernton 
with them on a whale hunt 
He trotted 
alongside a sealskin boat which was lashed 
to a wooden sled His job was to help keep 
the sled on the narrow trail that tw'isted 
through the .Arctic ice pack 


They raced over the'ice as Eskimos have 
been doing for hundreds of years. Yet there 
was evidence of the encroachment of the 
white civilization The sled was pulled not 
by a team of Husky dogs but by a Skiddo 
snowmobile. 


The Eskimos also tired sooner than their 
forebears would have and stopped for Coke 
breaks

leased on bond 
(Jovernment lawyers argue 
that the two exported a 12- 
gauge shotgun allegedly used in 
the raid The indictment said 
the gun was taken from Fagle 
F^ass, Tex., across the border to 
Piedras Negras, Mexico, on 
March 12 
The maximum penalty for 
the offen.se is two years in pris­ 
on and a $25,(KK) fine 
.Mike Araason, an attorney 
representing Hill, said he would 
try to make the real issue in 
tlK* case “ a rallying point for 
concern over inhumane treat­ 
ment" of American citizens in 
Mexican jails

Kuehne, 
Fielden’s lawyer, said he has 
begun exploring possible mo­

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Farmers find fertilizer 
a bargain by comparison 


By DON KENDALL 
AP Fa rm Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - While 
things that farmers buy gener­ 
ally are costing more than they 
did a year ago, fertilizer has 
turned into a relative bargain 
when compared with 1974 and 
1975, 
By mid-Apnl, the Agriculture 
Department's fertilizer price in­ 
dex was down 19 per cent from 
a year earlier, including an 8 
per cent drop from last Oct 15 
when the previous survey was 
made 
For example, the average 
pnce nationally of anhydrous 
ammonia used as a nitrogen 
source for corn and other crops 
was $191 a ton on April 15 Last 
fall it was $219 a ton and on 
Apnl 15 of last year it was $265 
a ton. on the average. 
Fertilizer pnces soared fol­ 
lowing the Arab oil embaído in 
late 1973 as fuel costs climbed 
and sent shock waves through 
the 
petrochemical 
industry 
Natural gas. for example, plays 
an important role in making 
the nitrogen used in fertilizer 
With the decline in fertilizer 
pnces from their peaks, farm­ 
ers may be inclined to use 
more on key crqis and thus 
boost production this year This 
could have a significant impact 
on total corn output, providing 
farmers get good weather dur­ 
ing the crop s growing season 
over the next few months 
In a current 
“ agncultural 
outlook" report, the depan- 
ment’s 
Economic 
R esearch 
Service says that ‘‘except for 
spot shortages caused by trans­ 
portation tie-ups dunng 
the 
height of the season" farmers 
can expect ample fertilizer sup­ 
plies 
‘ R ecent reports indicate that 
popular fertilizers such as urea,
